ENGLISH HURDLE FENCE 

is an attractive, durable and inexpensive 
iron fence suitable for rural properties. 
In erection, no digging is required, as the 
posts are driven into the ground, making 
the fence rigid. The standard fence is 
4 feet high, has five bars and made in 
panels 6 feet 6 inches long, as shown on 
page 8. This construction makes it easy 
to take down and re-erect without the 
aid of an expert. We have erected many 
miles of hurdle fence during the past 
few years.
